American Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion Exposes Trade Review 


C. C. Pettijohn Discusses the 
Music Tax 


And Points Out Why It Should 
Not Be Fought 


New York, Sept. 17.—By way of 
pointing out the attempts of The Ex- 
hibitors’ Trade Review to mislead and 
misrepresent the exhibitors in the 
matter of the music tax C. C. Petti- 
john, general manager of the Ameri- 
ean Exhibitors’ Association, has just 
issued a lengthy statement, in which 
he goes right into the meat of things 
and drives home some hard, consistent 
facts. His statement, which should 
prove of inestimable benefit to every 
exhibitor is herewith presented in full: 

“The ‘running and not fighting’ edi- 
torial in The Exhibitors’ Trade Review 
this week is thoroly in keeping with 
their policy to misrepresent and mis- 
lead exhibitors. The American Exhib- 
itors’ Association has no official organ, 
but we do appreciate the support of 
the numerous papers who believe we 
are right. This association did not in- 
tend to say or do anything that might 
in the least discourage any man or set 
of men engagéd in any fight for the 
exhibitor. We are compelled, how- 
ever, after the publication of this in- 
tentionally misleading article to make 
this statement. 

“The organization of music com- 
posers and publishers known as the 
American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers, comprising most 
of the well-known composers and pub- 
tishers of America, England, Italy and 
Austria, was established for the pur- 
pose of issuing licenses to public re- 
sorts to play the copyrighted music 
of its membership. This society is op- 
erating under Section 1, Sub. Div. E 
of the Copyright Act, which secures to 
a musical author the exclusive right 
to perform the copyrighted musical 
composition publicity for profit. 

“The Supreme Court of the United 
States in the case of Victor Herbert, 
the composer, against the Shanley 
Company, the cabaret restaurant on 
Proadway and Forty-third street, de- 
cided that the playing of copyrighted 
music in the dining room of a res- 
taurant for the entertainment of guests 
during meal times by an orchestra, 
was an infringement of the composer's 
copyright, the Court holding that 
whether or not an admission fee is

Await Government Action on 
Method To Be Used 


Burden Will Fall Upon the 
Public and Brokers 


Lee Shubert Not in Favor of 
Stamps for Tax 


New York, Sept. 17.—Now that the 
National Congress has decided to im- 
pose a war tax upon all -amusement 
tickets of admission in excess of 25 
cents, New York theater managers are 
beginning to make preliminary plans 
for the collection of this revenue. It 
is conservatively estimated that the 
New York playhouses alone will ~aise 
an annual revenue of upwards of $1 - 
500,000, based on an average $15,000,- 
000 yearly theatrical business. The 
tax on amusement admissions becomes 
operative November .1, from which 
date every admission ticket to any 
place of amusement costing more than 
25 cents will be assessed to help carry 
out the war. 

Broadway managers have  an- 
nounced their intention of giving the 
war authorities full co-operation, but 
all are not agreed as to the proper 
plan for collecting the ticket tax. For 
instance, Lee Shubert, of the Shubert 
Theatrical Company, which controls 
more New York theaters than any 
other one concern, is opposed to the 
plan of using stamps for the collection 
of the tax. Mr. Shubert advances the 
argument that conditions in New York 
are vastly different from those in other 
cities, due to the curtaintime rush, 
which would result in needless de- 
lays and inconveniences if stamps were 
sold covering the tax. Mr. Shubert ad- 
vocates having the theater box-office 
men collecting an addition ten per 
cent on all tickets sold where the ad- 
mission price is in excess of 25 cents, 
and then at settling up time allow the 
Government its ten per cent of the 
gross receipts. 

Pending the completion of Govern- 
mental plans for the collection of the 
tax, t New York managers are 
marking time, altho they are ready to 
adopt any plan which may be sug- 
gested. It has been proven that in 
Canada the war tax on amusement 
admissions is working no great hard- 
ship and New Yorkers can not see 
why there should be any annoyance 
or inconvenience in its collection here. 

It is estimated that the amendment 
to the war revenue bill, whereby all 
amusement enterprises where the ad-

SOUTHERNROADS 
PLACE EMBARGO 
ON MOVEMENT OF 
OUTDOOR SHOWS 


Situation Serious for Carnival 
Companies and Fairs 


Showmen Meet Representatives 
of Railroads in Washington 


But Are Unable To Secure Re- 
lief From Drastic Action 


New York, Sept. 17.—As the result 
of drastic action taken by the princi- 
pal railways traversing Southern ter- 
ritory, following a conference between 
railway officials and prominent out- 
door showmen, held in Washington on 
Wednesday, the Southland is prac- 
tically closed to carnivals and other 
outdoor attractions which are booked 
to play that territory this fall. The 
Southern Railway, the Seaboard Line 
and the Atlantic Coast Line have all 
issued a strict embargo against the 
transportation of amusement rolling 
stock, and unless a speedy remedy can 
be found many of the outfits will be 
obliged to cancel lucrative fair and 
other dates and close up shop for the 
season. 

The Washington conference with 
the railways executives lasted for eight

WAR TAX IS NO HINDRANCE 


Toronto Playhouses Are Enjoying Prosperous Sea- 
son Despite the War—Theaters Are All Well 
Patronized—Good Attractions Booked 


New York, Sept. 17.—A Billboard 
representative, who has just returned 
to Broadway after a several days’ 
stay in Canada, mostly in Toronto, as- 
certained while across the border that 
in spite of the war the theatrical field 
is suffering the least perhaps of any 
other industry. Especially is this true 
in Toronto, where every playhouse is 
enjoying the finest kind of patronage, 
due, the managers believe, to the high 
type of entertainment which they are 
providing, and because of the fact that 
the populace demands a form of recre- 
ation to deter its mind from war wor- 
ries. 

The legitimate, vaudeville, bur- 
lesque and motion picture houses have 
all the business they can comfortably 
handle. Even the outlying theaters, 
where program pictures are shown, 
have no complaint, while downtown 
turnaway audiences are quite frequent. 
The Royal Alexandra, playing the 
higher class of attractions; Shea’s 
vaudeville theater, the two burlesque 
theaters, Gayety and Star, all report 
a most satisfying early season’s busi- 
ness. 

Strange as it may seem the Cana- 
dian war tax on tickets to amusement 
places is causing little or no inconve- 
nience. The public has taken kindly to 
the tax, and there is little, if any, 
confusion. All admissions are taxed, 
and even the deadheads are required 
to pay the tax corresponding with the 
price of seat occupied. 

The Canadian tax is in four amounts. 
One cent for five, ten and fifteen-cent 
admisisons; two cents for the twenty- 
five, thirty-five and fifty-cent tickets; 
five cents for the seventy-five and one 
dollar admissions, and ten cents on all 
tickets selling in excess of one dollar. 


The tax is collected thru means of 


roll tickets, which are purchased from 
the government by the theater man- 
agers, who are held responsible for the 
collection. The tickets come in the 
four denominations, and admission to 
the theater is denied anyone who fails

Justice Reynolds Hands Down Decision Granting 
Application of Goldie Pemberton—Officials 
of Former Vaudeville Organization To 
Be Summoned as Witnesses 


New York, Sept. 17.—A thoro in- 
vestigation of the books of the White 
Rats Actors’ Union of America, and 
the White Rats Realty Company, will 
be started probably within the next 
few days as the result of a decision 
handed down on Saturday by Justice 
Reynolds in the New York Supreme 
Court, who granted the application of 
Goldie Pemberton for such an exami- 
nation. A full accounting will be- re- 
quired of the Rats of all assets and 
liabilities and any and all financial 
transactions made during the year 
preceding the voluntary disruption of 
the once powerful organization sev- 
eral months ago. 


Justice Mitchell, in handing down 
the decision, held that “the facts set 
forth in the affidavits submitted clearly 
make out a case authorizing and re- 
quiring a visitation and inspection of 
the books and vouchers of the White 
Rats Actors’ Union, as provided by 
statute.” The filing of an inventory 
and- account of the property and effects 
and liabilities of such corporation is 
“and for the purpose of tak- 
ing and stating the account of the 
property, I will appoint Lewis Schul- 
denfrei as referee.” 


Miss Pemberton, who was a form- 
er member of the White Rats, 
launched her action several months 
ago, alleging that the financial affairs 
of the Rats had not been properly at- 
tended to and. charging that money 
had been unwisely squandered. The 
case was argued before Justice Mitch- 
ell ten days ago after the defendants 
had resorted to every means of vilifi- 
cation in an endeavor to have the in- 
quiry postponed and put off indefinite- 
ly. It was finally taken under advise-

New York, Sept. 17—The Jewish holiday which thinned the throngs of 
Broadway failed to affect the Palace crowd, tho a bird’s-eye view of Forty- 
seventh and Broadway at 2 p.m. was far from the usual kaleidescope scene 
which is usual on Monday afternoons just before the Palace overture tunes 
up. Three acts were holdovers. Joan Sawyer was as lovely in a setting as a 
rainbow, but lacking in anything that savéred of novelty, and the military act, 
with Bernard Granville, Earl Carroll and Arthur Fields featured, took the hon- 
ors of the day easily, and took them on showmanship and not on patriotic drag. 

No. 1—Palace Orchestra.

No. 3—Gaudschmidt Brothers and their black Spanish poodles built human 
and canine pyramids, and opened to a nice hand. The tail-wagging stunt gets 
over as wellas ever. The two clowns are attractively costumed in good-looking 
silk and spangles, and the dogs are shaved as smart as the veterinary can clip 
them. Eighteen minutes; opens and closes in one, with the act going to three; 
curtain and encore. i 


No. 4—Rudinoff offered his smoke painting to an audience that enjoyed it 
immensely. He made one picture only and filled up the rest of his act with 
bird whistling. which the Arnaut Brothers will probably love like poison. He 
gets away with it a little less suspiciously than they, but it turns out a best bet 
for him, tho he works without costume and takes the part of both the male and 
female bird. Fifteen minutes, in one; two bows and encore. 


No. 5—Harriett Remple has what is programmed as a comedy by Tom Barry, 
called Just Around the Corner. The comedy is pathos, and the melodrama beats 
the ludicrous until the “comedy” looks like a misprint on the program. There 
is a novelty in the act, however, which sends it into the ranks of the unusual 
after it has opened dead and proceeded along these lines for what seemed an 
indefinitely long time. The back drop rises and a dream is acted out. It is 
parallel with the scene in Peter Ibbetson, tho not so elaborate. There were 


several spots of applause, but they were rather stereotyped than spontaneous. 
Twenty minutes, special set in three; three curtains. 


No. 6—Three Dooleys, held over for their second week, caught a long 
minute and a half of applause as the act closed, which they can soak down 
in their triple memories as the result of golden-tinted minutes of star 
work. This week the Dooley nonsense included the opening wherein 
William is the sentinel, Gordon the officer and Ray the Red Crossgnurse. 
They let Gordon parade about in feminine attire next with Brother Wil- 
liam, and then Ray was allowed to put on her good old standby, the cele- 
brated bedroom act and the frightened moon song. They close with the 
cabaret burlesque. Twenty-three minutes; open in one, goes to special 
set; Six bows. 


No. 7—The fourth and final week .of Lucille Cavanaugh’s dancing act 
opened Monday with some changes which made it attractive for an audience, 
many of whom had seen it repeatedly. A new opening song and uniform helped 
immensely. The Indian dance which was used last week was interposed this 
week. They close with Ted Doner and Paul Frawley in the military cape coats. 
The act would never lose its charm if it played a solid season at the Palace 
because it has the essentials of vaudeville attractiveness. Twenty-three min- 
utes; four bows and encore. Opens and closes in one, with full stage setting 


for dancing. 

INTERMISSION 
No. 8—Last week when Private Bernard Granville 
* brought his act to the Palace to do his bit toward re- ‘ 
cruiting the punch was in the fact that fifty uniformed 
soldiers made up a background and chorus. This week 
everything which was supposed to have given the act 
a flavor last week was gone and yet it was the biggest 
thing on the bill by far. It got over hugely on the mag- 
nificent showmanship of Bernard Granville, who proved 
his timber Monday afternoon, as he will perhaps never 
m be called on to do so critically again. Word had come 
that no recruiting would be allowed; only six men were 
m granted leave to put the act thru, and with the popu- 
larity of Earl Carroll and Arthur Fields Granville 
waded in and staged a corking singing act with the 
whole burden falling on his overtaxed but highly com- 
petent shoulders.

No, 3—The Corner Store, a rural rebearsing 
of bewhiskered gags that saw good service be- 
fore Mark Twain was born, brings the old fa- 
miliar types before an astonished audience, 
which finds difficulty in realizing that this 
kind of backneyed material is seriously sup- 
plied for big-time entertainment. A _ paint 
brush proved the most interesting performer 
in the skit, tho credit should also be given to 
slap-stick, his tireless support.

No. 4—Dong Fong Gue and Shun. These 
children of Confucius ambitiously sing in 
Chinese and English, concluding their offering 
with dancing, which is much better than their 
singing.

No. 5—The Stantons pull nut stuff of vapor 
quality in an entertaining manner, concluding 
with musical presentation more nutty than 
all that went before.

No. 6—Donald Brian again shows Chicago 
his stirring melodrama, Somewhere in Mexico, 
which thrilled Majestic audiences a few weeks 
ago.

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I. L. A. CONVENTION 


Gets Under Way at Hotel La Salle, 
hicago 


Chicago, Sept. 15.—The lyceum and chan- 
taugua movement found its soul yesterday, 
and the heart of Chicago throbbed with a new 
patriotic thrill, The International Lyceum As- 
sociation, just convening, was welcomed to the 
city by Dr. Frank W., Gunsaulus, in a special 
morning service at the People’s Church in the 
Auditorium Theater, the several hundred mem- 
bers being guests of honor, and the song 
service and sermon being a special welcome to 
them. To sound the keynote of the program 
of patriotism of the I. L. A., occupying the 
platform, having come direct from headquarters 
in the National capital by special train, were 
Henry P. Davison, chairman of the Red Cross 
War Council; George Creel, chairman of the 
committee on public information, and Sylvester 
A. Long, president of the I. L. A., who made 
brief addresses outlining the new work 
of the association in giving ‘‘New Glory to Old 
Glory’’ in their platform messages. 

The afternoon meeting at the La Salle Hotel 
was a great mass meeting vibrant with pa- 
triotic outbursts of enthusiasm. George Creel, 
Ivy Lee and and Henry P. Davison made strong 
addresses telling of the progress of the war 
work information department and the marvel- 
ous growth of the present Red Cross campaign 
to raise one hundred million dollars to help 
win the war. The new program of I. L. A., 
it was made clear, is simply the old program of 
democracy and world service brought down to 
the crisis of today. The members of the as- 
sociation have accepted the challenge witb the 
same fine spirit that has characterized its 
grevious crusades, with the added enthusiasm 
that is inspired by a greater task than the 
world has ever known. 

The annual chautauqua program began Satur- 
day afternoon, and two fine sessions were held, 
The attendance is splendid at all sessions, and 
business meetings, the enthusiasm being kept 
at high pitch in consequence of the new rela- 
tion of the program to the United States Gov- 
ernment. In the absence of the secretary, W. 
G. McAdoo, who was unable to attend the con- 
vention today, Dr. T. P. Vantill, of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, sddressed the convention 
on Food Conservation. Hon, Richard P. Hobson 
delivered a stirring address Monday afternoon, 
and Hon. William Jennings Bryan was the 
speaker Monday evening. The newspapers of 
Chicago are covering the convention in such a 
thoro manner that Mr. Gregory, assistant man- 
ager of the Hotel La Salle, states that $100,000 
worth of publicity had been given to the con- 
vention and its activities.

New York, Sept. 15.—A traveling manager 
who has been identified with burlesque for a 
score of years declares that those critics who 
ean see little improvement in burlesque in recent 
years are pitifully ignorant of what burlesque 
once was and of its fine points today. 

“Why,’’ he said, in a recent interview, ‘‘not 
so many years ago’ burlesque producers never 
knew what silk tights were and cotton ones 
were good enough. One wardrobe set today costs 
as much, in many instances, as an entire ward- 
robe cost in the old days.

1. WEINGARDEN OUT 


Loses Franchise on American Circuit 

New York, Sept. 15.—l. Weingarden has lost 
his American Circuit franchise, and he has no 
one but himself to thank for his loss. Inci- 
dentally the forfeiture of his franchise is a 
good lesson to other producers, and shows that 
when the American Burlesque Association of- 
ficiala lay down the law it is something more 
than windy talk. 

Those officials, long before producers gut to 
work on this season's shows, called a meeting 
of producers, and told them just what the cir- 
cuit would expect this season. They were told 
that no second-hand scenery and no used ward- 
robe would be tolerated and that the shows must 
in every respect come up to the scratch. Wein- 
garden apparently thought this was merely a 
fake call of “wolf,” and he launched his Sep- 
tember Morning Glories without conforming to 
the dictates of the officials. The censors saw tle 
show aud declared tbat it wouldn't do. It 
is said that the producer bad tried to get away 
with used wardrobe and with second-hand 
scenery, and that the show was pitifully weak in 
every respect. But even then Weingarden was 
given a chance. He entered half-heartedly into 
the work of bringing his show up to scratch, 
and when the puttering results had been looked 
over the show was again pronounced impossible, 
and the franchise was taken away. 

The franchise has not yet been awarded to 
anyone, but Charles Baker bas put on a show 
which is temporarily taking its place and which 
is called The Gay Morning Glories. Within a 
few days the franchise will be awarded to some 
producer, who will take over the Weingarden 
production and put on a show that will’ stand 
muster. The burlesque officials seem to have 
bard work drilling their demands for better 
shows into many of the producers, but the fate 
of Weingarden should bave a lasting effect. 


WADE IN THE ARMY 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 15.—Claude Wade, 
of the team of Graig and Wade, in vaudeville, 
received news of his acceptance for the army this 
week. Wade registered in Cleveland, but was 
examined in St. Paul.

BURLESQUE IN THE WEST 
By KENNETH L, EAGON 


The West has acclaimed burlesque. 

Burlesque, the veteran, born in the East, will 
have the biggest year in its career during the 
1917-18 season, if observations from a con- 
servative standpoint taken at more than a 
dozen stands on both wheels west of Chicago are 
given credence at their face value. 

For several years the men higher up in the 
burlesque game have sweated and slaved to 
make burlesque what the name implies—not an 
extravanganza of smut and suggestion. 

They have succeeded—and the war is repaying 
them, 

The theatergoing public is simply bored to 
death by ultra-‘‘patriotic’’ dramas and super- 
“natriotic’’ vaudeville. Mr. Tired Business Man 
an Madame Housewife can’t find a box score 
«© \‘elpful Hints, respectively, any more in the 
newspapers because of the war. War's the 
grand old topic for gluttons of gossip, And 
when they go to see a show war is the Isst 
thing they want to think about—for the mo- 
ment. 

This, according to leading lights in all ends 
of the burlesque game, is making burlesque the 
principal and favorite diversion for all classes. 

The one dominant piece of evidence that bur- 
lesque is leading the race is ascribed to the 
press, Five years ago, an agate notice of a 
“coming” burlesque attraction was an achieve- 
ment for any agent. Two years ago a “‘stick’’ 
review was “‘great.” Now there ts not a city 
on elther wheel that has not at least one news- 
paper (and in most cases all of them) that are 
not only agreeable, but eager, to give bur- 
lesque FULL PLAY, and are hungry for features 
besides. 


Des Moines, Ia., a “dry” town, a “reform” 
town, a stand that even last year made some 
burlesque managers shudder, and which has been 
a three-day stand in a half-week layoff, is an- 
other striking example of what the West is do- 
ing for burlesque. 

The Berchel Theater—The Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company’s Des Moines house—has sold 
out at all save one of the sixteen performances 
given thus far this season. Women comprise 
the greater part of the audiences, especially in 
the afternoon, and feminine box parties have 
even been added to social calendars. 

“I have refused some mighty big attrac- 
tions for open dates to make room for a five-day 
burlesque stand,’’ said Harold D. Cavanaugh, 
manager of the Berchel, and a veteran at the 
game. “I am certain this will be the biggest 
burlesque year ever. Shows coming in tell of 
playing to ‘great business,” and we have es- 
tablished a few records already, 

“Women in Des Moines are burlesque mad. 
We have orders now for choice seats at every per- 
formance to the end of the season next spring, 
and others willing to buy in if we are able to 
extend the stand of the shows here to five 
days, instead of three. Burlesque is going to be 
a money-making proposition here this year.”* 

St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, Kansas City 
and St. Louis all report “big business,” and 
are getting epoch-making publicity in all news- 
papers, 

Chicago, with six houses, is going big. 

The West is setting the pace, and managers in- 
vading it are taking the tip and bolstering up 
their shows. Several managers have sent back 
to New York for additional principals, and are 
enlarging their choruses. 


It’s going to be a big burlesque year.

Are Not Sufficient 


PUBLISHERS 


The song publishing field has undergone sev- 
eral changes within recent years—and is due 
for some more. 


Yesterday vaudeville” was everything; today it 
is only one of many avenues. 


The great goal—popularization—became in- 
creasingly hard to achieve as many publishers 
“got next’? to the tricks of the trade. When- 
ever an increasing body of men constantly strive 
for the same goal the time is bound to come 
when the reward for expenditure of energy and 
finance is divided ‘“‘too many ways’’ to admit 
of anybody realizing much real profit. Every 
few years the music business found itself forced 
to face this condition as the methods of popu- 
larity in vogue beeame timeworn. 

Today the business faces a new crisis, Cer- 
tain reforms, inspired by a combination of 
necessity and high ideals, have made it almost im- 
possible for any publisher to meet with a great 
degree of success in the vaudeville field. It is 
becoming increasingly difficult to get an fron- 
clad schedule of acts so arranged that a song 
or series of songs will be ‘‘bumped into the 
publie’s head’’ with enough repetition to bring 
audiences to the sales counters. When the pay- 
check passed away the performer became a free 
agent, determined to look here, there and every- 
where for material. Performers idly wonder 
why so many boosters pester them. ‘I know 
the ,address,’’ they reply tartly, when ap- 
proached, ‘‘and I'll call around when I get good 
and ready.”” ‘The actlander, deprived of the 
check-book lure, has nothing to say—and says it 
awkwardly. 

Lately a change has taken place in vaudeville 
which clearly reveals the ‘‘handwriting on the 
wall.”’ Headline vaudeville acts are hard to get 


» (tho you may not think so if you hang around 


Motels where the great army of unemployed are 
ont to gather). Some believe they’re hard to 
et because the mraition business and farming 
pay better, but we're more inciined toward the 
charitable view that the ranks of the competert 
have been decimated by the draft. 

Whatever the real reason, feature acts are 
hard to secure. Booking managers have been 
forced to look elsewhere for their material, and 
big circuits, like the Orpheum Circuit, feel that 
they have solved the problem by engaging 
“lyceum” acts. ; 

The chances are ten to one that the average 
popular music publisher doesn’t know what a 
“‘lyeeum’’ act is. For their benefit we'll explain 
that for many years circuits of unstationary 
theaters have been booked for the fri winter 
seasons as carefully as vaudeville is now vooked. 
It is a sort of concert propostion dedicated to 
that.class of people which dotes on ihe ‘*high- 
brow” in musical entertainment. However, the 
music itself is simple, tho the singers are care- 
fully trained. A reverie or a song which details 
the stari/*1 zg adventures of a mendow lark as it 
ascends toward the sun is quite the proper 
eaper in lyceum circles. Harmony singing be- 
tween two tastily clad young ladies fair to gaze 
upon, one taking the part of an Alpine singer 
and the other posing as the echo, makes palatable 
entertainment on a lyceum c'rcuit. ,Usually ore 
or both play the piano, and the height of ver- 
satility is reached when ene singer accompanies 
the other. 

The difference between these acts and those 
usually found in vaudeville lies in the fact that 
lyceum acts are ultrarefined. The singers have 
been trained by tutors who consider the popular 
song a sacrilege. Their idea of a comedy song is 
one dealing with the manner in whieh a-bitten 
snuggles on a lady’s lap. There is nothing 
sensational in their work, because the one thing 
they have been taught to do is avoid sensation. 
It is @ field where mildness is considered good 
manners. The kind of singing your sister did 
when she took lessons and was called a genius 
by the neighbors who gathered in the parlor is 
the kind offered. It is all very sweet and nice, 
but it’isn’t vaudeville. Nor do publishers who 
have catered to vaudeville know how to handle 
it. But they'll have to learn if they want to 
popularize their numbers, because a large per- 
centage of the limited number of singing acts 
in vaudeville have been recruited from this field. 

In addition to this another change has taken 
place in vaudeville. A couple of seasons ago the 
only pianists welcomed were those like Mike

Figuring on a basis of half the vaudeville 
bills being in a position to use music, ‘‘lyceum- 
izing’ one-fifth and ‘“‘concertizing’’ a consider- 
able portion of the remaining four-fifths, leaves 
vaudeville only three-fifths as available for pub- 
lishers’ purposes as heretofore. And the passing 
of the pay-check makes it extremely difficult to 
get much representation out of the remaining 
three-fifths for any one firm. 

The publisher, in order to cope with present 
conditions, must not only seek to embrace num- 
bers suitable for lyceum and concert acts in 
vaudeville, but should also realize that the 
lyceum, chautauqua and concert fields will open 
up an entirely new avenue of popularization— 


exclusive of vaudeville. It would pay our pub- 
lisher friend who wants to keep abrcast .of the 
times if he’d get rid of the notion t' at landing 
afew vaudeville acts guarantees the popularity 
of his numbers, . 


POOR SELLERS 


Chicago, Sept. 15.—Local music dealers com- 
plain that songs dealing with war are poor 
sdilers, because so many have been issued that 
the public shows an apathy toward all. Lately 
publishers have supplemented their war outputs 
with numbers hinting at peace, which, for ob- 
vious reasons, are even less in demand than 
those dealing with war.

MRS. HEARST PUBLISHING? 


. Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 15.—Rumors are cur- 
rent that Mrs. Wm. Randolph Hearst, wife of 
the influential newspaper and magazine « ditor- 
owner, is chief sponsor for at least two big New 
York publishing concerns, One of these firms 
has been successful for years and the other is 
in the name of a composer who provided many 
hits for the long established firm. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hearst are said to have taken great interest in 
this writer’s output long before he severed con- 
nections with the firm which popularized his 
earlier numbers.

Keep the Home Fires Burning 


New York, Sept. 15.—Members of the Orpheus 
Glee Club of Flushing ond the New York Banks 
Glee Club went down to Sagamore Hill the 
other afternoon and sang for Colonel Roosevelt. 
At least that is what the program called for, 
but it turned out a bit differently.

AMERICANIZE CRITICISM 


Now that we are well on the road toward 
establishing a real school of American music, 
jet us also Americanise criticism. What can be 
more intrinsically insipid than the so-called 
criticisms which fill columns of contemporary 
journals? In the field of dramatic criticism most 
writers have learned their lesson and tell the 
readers in plain terms whether plays are worthy 
of patronage or mot, But in the field of music 
technical verbosity is indulged in in a manner 
that can be compared only to medical prescrip- 
tions, The doctor is frequently justified im re- 
fraining from informing patients of what he is 
prescribing. But just why musical criticism 
must be made mystic is hard to understand. The 
typical characteristic of the average American 
is bluntness. He thinks quickly and resorts to 
brevity in epeech. Writir~ which is clear and 
simple appeals to him. Wuy is it necessary to 
prepare musical criticism as if the critic were 
writing a text-book on the instruments compes- 
ing the orchestra? Why must we be told of the 
faults in the construction of an opera which has 
been known for over a century, when the real 
point of interest lies in the manner in which 
the singers have interpreted it? The irony of the

What we call music is well described as a 
trinity. ‘The three components are ryhthm, mel- 
ody and harmony. Rhythm is to music what the 
will is to the individual. The rhythm of music 
is its physical side, just like the body or flesh 
of the human being. Melody in music parallels 
the heart (or blood), a component part of the 
individual. Harmony is the soul of music just 
as feeling is the soul of the human being (also 
possessed of a three-fold nature). The triple 
elements in music are represented in the his- 
tory of the world first by the drum (rhythm), 
second by ‘the lute (melody), and third by the 
lyre (harmony). Music lays its first hold on the 
human understanding by its rhythm, All men 
are influenced by it (even savages).

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FOOD CONSERVATION NOW 
HITS DRAMATIC STAGE 


No More Real Food To Be Served in Eating Scenes 
as Result of Suggestion by Hoover— 
David Belasco First To Act 


New York, sept. 15.—Following an appeal 
by Food Administrator Hoover that the conserva 
tion of food be carried even to the stage, and 
that from now on no real food be used in 60- 
called eating scenes, David Belasco, the master 
producer, has issued an announcement that the 
recommendation will be carried out by him, and 
it is not unlikely that every other New York 
producer will take similar action. Mr. Hoover 
made his suggestion to the theatrical world with 
the idea in view that every little bit of food 
saved makes just a little bit more for public con- 
sumption. His appeal to the theatrical industry 
to substitute artificial for real food was contained 
in an official announcement issued from Mr. 
Tloover’s headquarters in Washington, as fol- 
lows: 

“The food administration is asking the theat- 
rical and moving picture people of the country 
to refrain from using real food in their produc- 
tions during the war. The administration is of 
the opinion that in meals on the stage and in the 
making of films imitations can be used in most 
cases, and believes that where this is not pos- 
sible the scenes showing the use of food can be 
omitted, 

“The amount of food unprofitably used in the- 
atrical performances thruout the country amounts 
to a much larger bulk than is ordinarily realized. 
The food administration desires to stop not mere- 
ly the actual waste of this food material, but to 
prevent the unconscious bad effect on audiences 
at this time, when every effort is being made to 
drive home the need of the elimination of every 
possible food waste as a means of helping to 
win the war.’’ 

As soon as Mr. Belasco learned of Mr. Hoover’s 
request he immediately announced that so far 
as Belasco productions are concerned there will 
be no more real food used in any eating scenes 
in any of his productions. The first show to feel 
the effect of the embargo is Belasco’s Polly With 
a Past, with Ina Claire, at the Belasco, in 
which there are two'eating scenes, and wherein, 
it is estimated, at least $100 in food is required 
each week. When it is considered that in a 
regular season of 40 weeks some $4,000 can be

ROSEMARY RED CROSS PAGEANT 


New York, Sept. 16.—The Rosemary Red Cross 
Pageant (on October 5) is to be divided into 
two parts—the firet devoted to a series of sym. 
bolic scenes representing achievements of the 
great Allied nations—the second is a dramatic 
statement of the Allied cause in the present 
war. The first half is magnificently spectacular 
—the second half is essentially dramatic in 
character, 

The performance begins with a classic prolog 
dedicating a great altar to peace and enthron- 
ing a figure representing Civilization or En- 
lightenment. This prolog is worked out with all 
the possible beauty, with music, dancing and 
poetry. 

After the prolog comes a succession of elabor- 
ate festival scenes, in which Belgium, Italy, 
France, England and Russia lay upon the altar 
symbols of their greatest achievements. These 


festival scenes are elaborately costumed, and 
each is placed in charge of an eminent artist for 
direction. The first part closes with a sump- 
tuous classical dance of the fruitage of the 
years. This dance is interrupted by the entrance 
of War and the War Group. The dancers and 
the symbols on the altar are scattered, and the 
climax is reached in a wild and barbaric triumph 
of War, 


The second part represents a formal court dom- 
inated by the figures of Justice, Liberty and 
Truth. To this high court comes the Allied na- 
tions to plead their cause, Servia first, with a 
statement of the ultimatum which ostensibly 
started the war. Belgium appears with a 
dramatic appeal of her heroism and suffering, 
and England, France and Russia in turn set 
forth their purposes in the conflict. 

This second part is really a closely knit 
dramatic narrative of the whole war up to the 
present time from the standpoint of the Allies. 
It dramatizes the Russian Revolution and 
reaches its climax with the entrance of America 
and her pledge to the nations.

ot te Fiteumts Aneued Convention 


The greatest truth which the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury gave to the world is the doctrine of the 
“struggle for existence” and the ‘survival of 
the fittest.’’ 

More seeds are sown by nature’s lavish hand 
than can possibly grow. More beings are born 
than can possibly live. Everywhere living crea- 
tures are so pitted and jammed against each 
other that thousands must be crushed, mangled, 
starved and killed in order that a few may 
survive. And in this reckless and excessive 
prodigality of nature we have the cause of the 
“struggle for existence,”’ 

MORE PEOPLE ENTER EVERY TRADE AND 
PROFESSION THAN CAN POSSIBLY SUC 
CEED. Scarcely fifty per cent of those who 
graduate in law, dentistry or medicine ever 
hang out a shingle. For the twenty-five-crew 
boy positions offered by Ellison-White last 
spring there were a thousand applicants. And 
s0 we are confronted with the pathetic fact 
that there is not room for more than one young 
man in every forty who aspires to be a crew 
boy on the Ellison-White Circuit. 

The figures in reference to our own profession 
have never been compiled, ‘but it is my con- 
viction that in no calling in life is the excess 
in the number of applicants over the number 
of positions quite so multitudinous, 

When a manager wisbes to reduce you to a 
complete and uncomplaining subjection his un- 
failing method is to direct your attention to 
the stacks and stacks of letters applying for 
your place on the list. All of these applicants 
believe and even admit that they can do it 
better than you can. And the manager himself 
insinuates that perhaps they can—at least that 
they could not possibly be worse. And they are 
all willing to do it for less money. ‘Aye, 
there’s the rub,’’ And while you know that they 
could not possibly do it for less money—and 
live; yet so long as they THINK they can 
their competition is fatal. 

There are perhaps dozens and even scores of 
energetic, ambitious and talented men and 
women yearning, struggling and grabbing for 
each lyceum job. And how long will the few 
who win a place on a bureau list be able to 
stand out and resist the contending forces be- 
fore they, too, are submerged in the merciless 
current? How many musical organizations that 
swelled in triumph among the winners fifteen 
years ago, ten years ago or even five years ago, 
are in existence now? 


“‘They are gone like the tenants that quit witb- 
out warning 
Down the back entry of Time.” 


How many lecturers, readers and entertainers 
have been able to make the lyceum a life’s 
work? 

And yet the throng of applicants comes ever 
rushing in upon us. And now that “training 
ecamps’’ for talent have so perfected their ma- 
ebinery that they seemingly offer a carpeted 
pathway from every high school to the very 
top wrung of the lyceum ladder of fame the 
intensity and cruelty of the struggle must 
steadily increase. 

The same process of conflict, extermination 
and transition takes place among our represen-

tatives. One or two yeats is generally their 
limit. Whether an individual who is gifted in 
salesmanship and so endowed with personal 
magnetism as to be able to sell lyceum products 
in large quantities is in such demand in more 
lucrative fields that he is lured away from us, 
or whether he makes enough in this brief périod 
to retire to a life of ease and luxury, I do not 
know. All I know is that he does not linger 
long in our society, The majority of them 
drop out at the end of the first year—few sur- 
vive to the third. 

Each new army of agents has the same great 
hope in their faces and the same “reserve of 
manner’’ that makes it uncertain as to whether 
or not they are going to push you. But if they 
do not you have the consolation of knowing that 
they, too, will soon pass, 

Every three years finds a practically

I am told that 


For it seems that there is nothing which money 
can not buy. Even tho it be true that money 
can not purchase real love and esteem, yet it 
can secure marvelous imitations. 


Money, alas, is our chief measure of success, 
We tend to value things in proportion to what 
they cost. A certain attraction, on a certain 
circuit, was often voted first place before it 
was heard. Why? ause it was known in 
advance that it cost as much, or even more, than 
all the rest of the talent combined. No self- 
respecting American would imperil bis un- 
questioned taste in music by giving the 
st paid attraction fifth place, or even sec- 
ond. 


And so the desire for money is one of the im- 
pelling forces which crowds the lyceum to suf- 
focation. Is this because the salaries of talent 
and the profits of managers are so munificent? 
Not at all. But so long as people THINK they 
are they will crowd in, 

And yet as compared to the pay of unskilled 
labor the pay in the lyceum is quite alluring. 
The preacher, getting $600 a year, hands the 
lecturer of the evening his check. It calls for 
$100. It is Saturday night. Terhaps that is 
the sixth check of such gigantic proportions in 
that ope week—a year’s salary in a week! 

No sleep for that preacher that night. How 
could a man with red blood in his veins sleep 
after such a revelation? And so before the eyes 
of hundreds and thousands of preachers all over 
the country there floats the mirage of the big 
pay on the lecture platform. Hence the con- 
stant stream of applicants from the ministerial

in some bureaus three-fourths of the booking 
is done by people who do not sell more than 
four or five courses. No class of salesmen 
know so little about the products they are sell- 
ing. And this for the reason that they could 
not possibly learn our personalities, our aims 
and our aspirations when their stay among us 
is so short. 

I blame no one. Managers must meet condi 
tions as they are. But I will say that in this 
fact lies our greatest defect. No progress can 
be made in the permanency of our institution 
until we have secured a greater permanency in 
the service of our representatives. 

For fear that our loyal managers may become 
proud and haughty, thinking themselves above 
the jungle-struggle of ‘‘beak and tooth and claw 
and fang,’ it might be well to remind them 
that they, too, are of the passing throng. Think 
of the many bureaus that rose so majestically 
with the dawn, only to go down in the shadows 
of the setting sun. Unregenerate members of 
the talent profession may find consolation in 
the fact that every now and then some unsym- 
pathetic manager finds it convenient “to fold 
up bis tent like the Arabs and as silently steal 
away.” 

Hence the conclusion seems clear that in no 
field of human endeavor is the stage of action 
more overcrowded and the struggle for existence 
more intense, savage and brutal than in our own 
profession—whetber as talent, as representatives 
or a8, managers, 

DESIRE FOR MONEY 

We must in some way account for this over- 
crowding of the lyceum field. Why are so many 
called where so few are chosen? No one mo- 
tive is sufficient. At least three great and all- 
impelling desires must be given. And the first 
is the DESIRE FOR MONEY. 

Money is a physical necessity. It means 
everything to bumanity, it means society, it 
means appreciation, it means place, it means 
power, it means travel, it means freedom, it 
means your own choice of friends, In short, it 
means the satisfaction of every human want. 


profession. And the same holds true of thonsands 
of young men and women who graduated from 
schools of music, elocution, oratory or the 
dramatic arts, The rumor of big pay in the 
lyceum, founded largely on myth and tradition, 
fires their young blood to fever heat, 

Not only from the alluring side, but from the 
bread and butter side are we to consider this 
mighty motive, The economie pressure from the 
outside is crowding our ranks with eager aspir- 
ants. The steady lowering of general wages 
and incomes in terms of what they wile buy 
means a steady lowering of our incomes. Every 
reduction in the pay of labor means a reduction 
in the pay of talent, e 

Economically speaking, the relation of man- 
agers and talent is wholly the relation of em- 
ployer and employee. We are as much a part 
of the alleged “conflict of labor and capital" 
as are the men and women working in factories, 
Sweatshops and mines, We are not floating in 
a peaceful eddy, protected from the flerce com- 
petition of the commercial world. If you do not 
know this your manager does, We are in the 
very center of the swift and merciless stream 
of competition, struggle and conflict. Thus does 
the desire for bread, no less than the allurement 
of supposed high salaries, drive bundreds into 
competition for lyceum jobs, 

DESIRE FOR PRAISE 

The second mighty motive which canses a 
steady overflow of lyceum attractions is the 
DESIRE FOR PRAISE, 

The shrill notes of fame re-echo In lyceum 
halls and chautauqua tents. All that is heroic 
and aspiring in man or woman is set on fire 


by the ae here presented for immor- 
tality of name and memory. A place on the 
lyceum platform represents achievement. It 


puts one in direct line for promotion to the 
ranks of those ‘“‘who were not born to die.” In 
many respects not even public office is quite so 
alluring. The immortals of the race are al 
most inseparably associated with literature, mu- 
sic, art, oratory and the drama. 

To have one’s name mentioned in the same 
breath with the great of earth, to be able to 


hold the center of the stage in the presence of 
a@ vast audience, to enchain the attention of as. 
sembied humanity by song or story or eloquent 
words, to play upon feeling’s harp of a thousand 
strings and stir emotions to their deepest depths, 
all these transcendent achievements appeal to 
the eager soul of ambition as being worthy 
of the efforts of the neblest of earth's children. 


DESIRE FOR SELF-EXPRESSION 


The third desire which tends so strongly to 
wards lengthening the list of chautauqua and 
lyceum attractions is the DESIRE FOR SELF 
EXPRESSION, 

This is perha the most sacred, if not 
most potent, of all the motives which 
crowd the ranks of our profession, 
divine impulse of self-expression music, paint 
ing, sculpture, architecture, literature, oratory 
and the drama would be unknown. The extent 
of your courage and capacity for self-expression 
measures the extent to which you possess per- 
sonality, iodividuality—character. 

The Wological place aud function of lyceum 
folks In the social organism is that of expressing 
the art side of its brain and nervous system— 
its sensibilities, imagination, feeling, thought 
and day dreams, Real lyceum people feel within 
thelr own hearts the pulse beat of the race. 
They know the hopes, the yearnings and the de 
spair of every life. 

Therefore what the platform means to gifted 
and highly sensitized men and women is be 
yond words to portray. Only those who have 
experienced the aspirations of such a nature 
can know its full significance. When some 
great truth visions itself in thelr souls and 
calls out for expression, when the bugle sounds 
to them to enlist in the army of the common 
_ all other occupations and diversions are 
orgotten. And so when to natures thus en 
dowed with feeling, sensibility, sympathy, vi- 
sion, imagination and thought power there 
comes the call of the lyceum and chautauqua 
it is a call that must be met or life to them 
will be a failure. Thus are they driven into 
the ranks of lyceum applicants by a destiny 
they can neither contrel nor comprehend. 

Hence in the combined action of the desire 
for money, desire for praise and desire for self. 
expression is to be found the cause for the 
intense struggle for existence in the lyceum and 
chautauqua. 

WHICH WILL SURVIVE? 


If in the lyceum life, as in the lower orders 
of life, there are many who strive to the few 
who win, many who are called to the few who 
are chosen, then we want to know the law of 
choice, Since all can not possibly survive, then 
we want to know who will survive and who will 
perish? Who will keep afloat the longest and 
who will be the first to go down? 

Herbert Spencer answers the question by de- 
claring that in the struggle for existence—io 
the struggle for life, wealth, fame or power— 
it is always the “‘fittest’’ who survive, it is 
always the “‘unfit,’’ or least fit, who go down, 
and that to this inexorable law of nature there 
is and can be no exception.

If this be nature's universal law, then the 
next question is: What constitutes being ‘the 
fittest?’ In what does this Gtness consist? 


By the fittest is meant, simply, those who are 
the best able to “fit in’ to the conditions which 
the wisdom or folly of mankind have Unposed, 
those who can best meet the requirements of 
the wants which they seek to satisfy. These 
are they in every trade and profession who will 
survive the longest. 

Success in our profession, as in every other, \s 
always a matter of adjustment, of adaptation 
—the adjustment of processes and products, of 
methods and messages to the wants and fancies 
of those whom we seek to serve. Therefore, 
being “the fittest’’ consists In nothing more than 
in being able to best ‘‘fit in’’ to the requirements 
of lyceum and chautauqua audiences. And this 
imperative law holds alike of both talent and 
managers, 

But in order that merit shall always win, in 
order that the most serviceable shall survive, 
or rather that the institution itself shall sur 
vive, there is one specific requirement, the con- 
ditions must be made EQUITABLE. There must 
be “A FAIR FIELD AND NO FAVORS,” The 
doors of entrance, and also of exit, must be 
kept open alike to all. We must prevent arti- 
ficial selection from usurping the place of 
natural selection. It is natural selection that 
should pick those who are to enter the lists for 
lyceum honors as well as those who are to 
wear the wreath of victory. Under such con 
ditions those who most survive in the lyceum 
will always be those who most can serve bu 


manity. 
To meet the requirements and satisfy the 
wants of lyceum and chautauuua audiences two 


things are necessary. The first is to know ex 
actly WHAT these wants are, There may be 
a vast difference between what these wants actu 
ally are and what talent, bureaus and committer 
men THINK they are. This is our first great and 
unsolved problem, What do the people expect 
of us? What do they want? What do they de 
sire us to do for them? 

And after the actual wants of the people bave 
been ascertained there is still the problem of 
how best to SATISFY them. Here, again. 
there may be a vast difference between those 
who DO best meet the requirements of public 
audiences and those whom bureaus THINK best 
meet them, Until we, as talent and managers, 
have the Intelligence, the moral conrage an 
the foresight to devise a system of marking an! 
grading talent by public audiences this wil! 
never be anything more than a guess and * 
crude, fanciful guess at that. 

In the game of baseball every man has bi* 
“batting and flelding record’’ open to the pub 
lic, to which he can appeal. We have nothing 
We are largely the victims—or the benefactors 
—of whim, caprice, prejudice and self-interest.

CAN THE BILLBOARD AID THE 
SMALLER COMMUNITIES? 


A Letter From the puree Editor of 
The Jackson Sentinel, Maquo- 
keta, la. 

Maquoketa, Ia., Sept. 10, 1917. 
rhe Billboard (Attention of Mr, High): 

Your favor of the 30th ult. received, and I 
beg to preface the information you request by 
saying that It is gratifying to know that a 
publication of Billboard prominence should com- 
mend the eradication of unclean shows, While 
l or the paper which I represent do not pose 
as a medium of reformation, we are co-operat- 
eg in the work of urging our community folk 
in seeking higher ideals along the line of en- 
tertalnment. My personal experience in news- 
paper and educational work has taken me over 
considerable ground, and on this itinerary I 
have found the smaller cities and towns to be 
much the same regarding amusement matters. 
Our city, like the vast majority, is governed 
by an inconsistent administration, In this 
statement I do not aim to censure the municipal 
government nor our officials, for I believe the 
latter all to be my personal friends, but never- 
theless they are virtually asleep toethe trend 
of affairs which are going on about ours as 
well as all other small places. We are not 
supporting chautauquas and lyceum courses as 
a city. Individual effort will never accomplish 
whet is desired in entertainment, and, unless 
the smaller elties put forth universal and mu- 
ncipal strength behind the clean-show move- 
ment, our tusk is a most difficult one. We sup- 
pert automobile agencies and are pleased when 
one of our dealers sells a car, but we fail to 
provide the purchaser any place to go after he 
owns his machine, thus he drives to the larger 
city where amusement is available. Small towns 
are invariably prone to furnish conveyances, 
but are indifferent in supplying a place to go. 
Inconsistency is the stumbling block here, and, 
altho our city abounds in splendid people, nearly 
every effort put forth by this class is over- 
balanced by the lack of support given by the 
elty itself. 

Anotber barrier in the way of the chautanqua 
movement bere has been the class of entertain- 
ment supplied by some of the systems. It 
seems that a colleague of defunct politicians 
and uncharted singers and musicians can band 
together and set gall thru the country under 
the fag of “‘ebautauqua,’’ and with such an 
aggregation our city has had experience, which 
nly served to blast any movement to secure 
a really high-class talent. I believe that such 
companies should be obliged to adopt another 
neme for their outfits rather than ‘‘chautau- 
qua,”* 

This is the situation here, and I will be 
creatly pleased in the receipt of any sugges- 
tions or comment which you or your publica- 
tion may submit, either of a personal nature er 
etticles for publication.

As an in- 
dication that even in that distant day there 
was a sort of friendly feeling between the two 
professions the fifst paragraph reads: ‘*The 
Lyceum is a sort of expurgated edition of. the 
theater, a phonographic condensation of the 
novel, an illustrated and extra illuminated issue 
of the gchool.” 

One of the oldtime lecturers was Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor Will Cumback, of Indiana. ‘There was 
only one—but today we have a host of Will 
Cumbacks—but they don’t get a chance, and, 
besides, they can’t always stage it, 

Rey, Frank Price, of Pierce City, Mo., made 
his debut on circuit chautauquas with the In- 
ternational three-day this summer, traveling 
over the entire circuit in his ‘‘tin lizzie.’’ 

There were many new faces at the convention 
this year, as usual. A characteristic of the 
lyceum is that its principal evidence of perma- 
nence is perennial change. 

Madame Reno, Empress of Magic, closed her 
chautauqua season August 31. She was one 
of the regular attendants at the I. L. A. Con- 
vention, as usual, After resting a few weeks 
at her home the Madame will take up her 
lyceum work, having been booked for sixteen 
weeks by the International Bureau, to be fol- 
lowed by four weeks with the Lee Lyceum 
League, 

The Sunshine Concert Company, of Los An- 
geles, en route home from their summer tour in 
the West, made the trip on the good ship 
President from Seattle to their home city, in 
company with their personal pilot, A. A. Davis. 
On board an impromptu ‘‘baby chautauqua’’ was 
given, a splendid program being rendered by 
the company and other traveling talent. The 
voluntary offering amounted to nearly $40 and 
was given to the Red Cross. The company also 
gave a splendid Sunday program on board the 
steamer en route. 

The following was what The Clarksville (Mo.) 
Piker editorially had to say about the guy who 
lectured on the second day of their chautauqua: 
“The evening audience had the great privilege 
and pleasure of hearing for the first time Rev. L. 
G. Herbert, whose subject was ‘The Crisis and 
the Call.’ All who heard his wonderful lecture 
and were a part of the impromptu reception 
held at the close of his lecture when a great 
part of the audience pressed forward to shake 
him by the hand will not soon forget it.” 

De Pere (Wis.) Civic Association came out 
$242 bebind in its effort to run a chautauqua, 
which money has been made up by private 
contributions. A. G. Wells gave $100 on con- 
dition that the balance be raised. Isn’t that 
community spirit for you? 

When will platform superintendents ever learn 
that talent is almost as helpless in their hands 
as is the bureau manager in the clutch of his 
representatives? Time and time again has it 
been proven that a little lack of diplomacy in 
announcing talent has ‘‘queered’’ the appear- 
ance, as recently in the case of one well-known 
standard attraction of fifteen years’ experience.

“There are some things this attraction does that 
you won't like,’’ the well-meaning, but over 
cautious superintendent announced several times. 
And the psychological suggestion went home— 
for the attraction failed at that particular 
chautauqua, altho other audiences were de- 
lighted the same week. 

One of the mighty popular bands on the 
independents this summer was MecNutt's All- 
American Band of St, Joseph. The boys are 
neatly uniformed and have a varied and high- 
class repertory of popular, classic and sacred 
music. Ralph Parland, the well-known basso, 
a member of the original Dunbar Male Quar- 
tet for years, is soloist with the band. Par- 
land is now a successful church soloist, teacher 
and coach in his home city, and is kept busy 
the year around, 


A CHALLENGE TO CHAUTAUQUAS 


It’s an easy thing to write about the great 
things we are doing and it is much easier to 
even believe ourselves that we are it, but the 
wise man does not deceive himself, he looks 
for facts, and the only way we ever establish 
facts is by gathering data, comparing notes and 
crawing comparisons, “That is what we are 
try'ng to do in this article, 

Let’s get some concrete facts. First of al, 
will the chautaugua managers or some lecturer 
cite us a town that can show better direct re- 
sults from the work of the assembly or any one 
on the program than can be found in the case 
which we are here presenting as exhibit A, 
which we will say goes to the record of The 


Street paving. These good, far-sighted people 
have just completed a piece of road dragging 
that is worth noting—180 miles of country road 
have bean made as inviting to autoists as a 
good King split-log drag can make them. A 
new sewer system has been installed. 


A County Manager, the first in the United 
States, has just been put in charge of the 
county’s financial affairs and to look out for 
the county's business, 

They have organized a Community League, 
hired a secretary to look after the organized 
effort to obtain community results instead of 
personal profits. This Community League has 
four divisions, namely, Town Business Men, 
Country Business Men, County Women's (rgan!- 
zations and Town Women’s Organizations. And 
any one who can't see that that guy has a 
real job to be secretary of that many indi- 
viduals must be blind, 

-There is now being organized a Building 
and Loan Assoclation, for Frederick has much 
need of houses to let, and there are none to 
be had. There is even a move on foot to 
build a new County Court House, and they are 
going to put up a new Federal Building. 

Well, as there is always a great agitation 
over the problems arising out of the business 
of talking for a living, let us study the results 
of the work of Frank Stockdale and see if 
there is anything that can be learned from his 
work that will be of benefit to the entire pro- 
fession. 

First: Let it be known that here is a doer 
who talks some. He is neither eloquent nor 
oratorical. He lets loose gq bundle of facts 
and these seem to do the rest. There is nothing 
as propelling as a demonstrated idea, 

The nearest I have ever come to finding a 
parallel to this quiet, unassuming young fel- 
low is a description that John Temple Graves 
has recently written of Thomas 8. Martin, of

Oklahoma Farmer-Stockman, one of tbe real 
live newspapers that is doing things for its 
community—its State. 

This paper last year set out to organize six 
towns. One of these towns thus organized was 
Frederick, Ok., and what we have found out 
about this thriving little city we will pass on 
to you, First, it is a town of about 4,000 live 
ones—the last dead one moved on two months 
ago. A year ago this was considered a back- 
ward town by séveral town doctors, who had 
tarried there long enough to feel the com- 
munity pulse. But here beginneth our first 
lesson: 

Frank Stockdale, the first investigator for the 
Advertsing Clubs of the World, conducted a 
Merchants’ Institute under the direction of The 
Oklahoma Farmer-Stockman and immediately 
new life seemed to seize each individual re- 
siding in the entire community. To be exact, 
that was just eleven months ago. 

The first thing undertaken was a Community 
House, or auditorium. This was erected at a 
cost of $4,800, and when the flooring is finished 
the whole thing will have cost $6,000. The 
first use that this building was put to was 
to bold a Union Revival. Triumph No, 1. The 
next bas been that it bas housed the local band, 
This summer the chautauqua was held in this 
auditorium, and this, of course, saved the cost 
of housing this under canvas. 

The Community Spread is held in this com- 
munity building. Well, what is a Community 
Spread? It’s an old-fashioned picnic, with the 
members of the Ladies’ Clubs all meeting under 
a common roof for a common purpose and serv- 
ing a common lunch, each one bringing a basket 
and contributing to the common larder. The 
real object of this gathering is not to eat, but 
to talk over the community affairs. Their 
club problems are all thrashed out in this way, 

Frederick has just put in seven miles of 


Charlottsville, Va., who for the past twenty- 
three years bas been United States Senator from 
Virginia. A part of which we quote: 

“Senator Martin came straight to the Senate 
from the ranks, never having held a political 
office of any kind before. 

“He amazed bis State by being elected over 
Fitzhugh Lee—the most genial and beloved Vir- 
ginian of bis day—for the simple reason that 
he was the most practical and effect.ve business 
man in Virginia politics. 

“Since that day in 1895 Thomas Martin has 
been the most powerful man In Virginia public 
life, never having lost a battle or a cause,

conld for so long a time have dominated the 
politics of the most illustrious anf aritstocratte 
commonwealth of the South. But he has, and 
the longer he rules the better he is trusted and 
loved, for he is gentle and genial and diligent 
and loyal. 

“There is not a man in the entire Senate who 
speaks less or accomplishes more than Mart!In. 
I said to him yesterday: ‘I have never heard 
you speak more than an bour at a time in 
your twenty-three years in the Senate.’ 

““*You have never beard me speak an hour,’ 
he replied. ‘I have never known the public 
question on which I could not say all I wished 
to say or needed to say in less than an hour.’ 

“This Democratic leader never seeks the 
limelight, is absolutely void of vanity or 
ostentation, and almost invariably gets what 
he wapts.’’ 

This, then, is a fairly accurate 
Frank Stockdale, 

Mr. Stockdale has spoken sixteen times at 
Frederick, and after each series of meetings 
the people of the town have voluntarily come 
forth with the proposition that he return and 
deliver another series of talks, He so reduced 
bis booking expenses that it is now only a 


picture of 


very nominal part of his expenses. He has 
so increased his efficiency that he now has 
more calls than two can fill, and he has in- 
creased his earning capacity until he is one of 
the best paid lecturers now before the public, 

We shall be delighted to have the story of 
any town or community that can dislodge 
Frederick, Ok., from its proud place, and if 
there is any one with a more complete tabu- 
lated and proven results obtained from the 
chautaugua or its oratorical community build. 
ers or town doctors let's have them.

LYCEUM AND CHAUTAUQUA

rest more upon fancy aud gossip than upon fact. 
Under the present system the actual effects pro- 
duced by each attraction upon public audiences 
are wholly unknown, 

We must devise a system of grading talent 
by public audiences nut only as a matter of 
justice to both talent and managers, but for 
the protection and benefit of the ultimate con- 
sumer—the public. Committeemen ought to be 
able to purchase lyceum courses and the peuple 
to attend these courses with at least as much 
advance information as have the patrons of 
baseball. Nothing would do so much towards 
increasing the public's confidence in the com- 
ing attraction, And unfgil this confidence in the 
coming attraction has been established attend- 
ance upon lyceum courses will only be from a 
half to two-thirds of their possibilities, 

It is often one thing to please an audience 
and quite another thing to please a manager. 
And this thru no fault of bis. The fault is in 
the lack of any scientific method by which actual 
results can be ascertained. And yet it is the 
judgment of the manager, and not the judg- 
ment of the audience, that determines whether 
you are to survive or perish. He is the fina! 
fact. 1 repeat that it is not what the audience 
thinks, but what the manager THINKS that 
it thinks that determines your destiny. And, 
while under this slipshod and unscientific meth 
od certain individuals will “survive,” it is at 
the expense of the Institution, 

Not for one moment should we forget that 
the lyceum and chautauqua also have THEIR 
struggle for existence. They must compete with 
a multitude of forces for their share of the few 
dollars in the pockets of the people. avery 
form of amusement, entertainment and instruc- 
tion Is cur competitor. When you ask the head 
of the family to pay out three dollars, or five 
dollars, for lyceum tickets there rush to his 
mind scores of wants—of actual needs, Since 
he can pot have them all, which will he take? 
Thus is the institution itself engulfed In a 
Struggle for existence and is fighting a desperate 
battle for a furtber lease of life. 

There is only one way by which the lyceum 
and chautauqua,can be made a permanent in- 
stitution, and that is by rendering such service 
to the people as will increase their demand for 
Iyceum products, If we bave such high quality 
of managers and such high quality of talent 
as to do this the lyceum will attain the per- 
manency of the church and the public schools, 
But if we depend too much upon the pressure of 
our organized salesmanship the end may not 
long be delayed. 

Even if only a few bureaus select from their 
talent list not the most superior, but the most 
inferior which they dare to offer the public, 
it will in time reverse nature's law of the sur- 


seve, of the fittest and wreck the institution 
itself. 

When does a lyceum attraction make good? 
WHEN IT CREATES A DEMAND FOR MORE 


ATTRACTIONS IN ITS LINE. That lecturer 
makes good who stimulates a desire in the 
hearts of the people to hear more lectures. That 
entertainer makes good who Is ——e creating 
the demand for more entertainers. hat con- 
cert company renders a permanent service to 
the Irceum and chautauqua which sends the peo- 
ple home saying: “If we could only bear more 
music like that."’ " 

There are two kinds of success open to both 
talent and managers. One is an immediate 
but transient success, the other is a delayed but 
permanent success, Immediate success is pot 
consistent with the bighest service. For the lec 
turer half-truths and conformity to the pre- 
vailing thought win more applanse than whole 
truths and the effort to CHANGE the prevailing 
thonght. It requires less brains and less honesty 
to be an exploiter than a promoter. Only truth, 
merit, strict integrity and honest service can 
give permanent success to either talent or man- 
agers. The regretable thing is that every form 
of sharp practice, every form of sham, false- 
bood, bluff and deception must be paid for oot 
only by the perpetrators themselves, but by all 
Iyceum people, 

Our movement esnffers not so much from at- 
tractions that are downright inferior and onght 
not to be found on any list as it does from a 
large number of attractions that just barely 
“nut It over.” They “get past,” but the 
margin of safety Is too narrow. Continued ex- 
periences. with mediocre talent gradually dull 
the keen edge of public enthusiasm. When you 
go ‘round the next year to sell tickets the peo 
ple say: “Oh, ves, It was good, but" — 

Therefore in order to steadily contribute to 
the permanency of the Irccoum and chautauqua 
two things are necessary: 

FIRST—The kind of talent which can give 
such lectures and entertainments as will steadily 
increase the demand for lycenm courses, 

SECOND—The kind of managers who will offer 
to thelr patrons the highest quality of talent 
possible for the money, 

And to secure these results there are 
things that must be done: 

FIRST—The devising of a system of grading 
talent by public audiences, 

SECOND—The creation of a Ist of standard 
attractions, graded according to the record of 
their ability to serve the public.

The considerate theatergoers still 
outnumber the rude and inconsiderate 
contingent in New York by at least 
three to one, hence the metropolitan 
theater managers deserve the criticism 
and censure that is nightly direcfed at 
them for permitting a selfish, mean and 
contemptible minority of their patrons 
—all chronic latecomers—to seriously 
mar the pleasure of the great majority 

| of their patrons. 


It is a mistake to indulge, let alone 
cater to, this well dressed but very 
common class. 

The backbone of the support of the 
first-class theaters is furnished by 
ladies and gentlemen. These latter are 
always in their seats and settled before 
the overture is over. This in itself is 
a compliment to the managers and 
their respective offerings and the man- 
agers can well afford to reciprocate by 
barring out the ill-bred few who deem 
it proper or smart‘to arrive late, and 
compelling them to wait for their seats 
until the first intermission. 

It would be a good business, more- 
over, for there are a lot of better class 
people who go to the theater these 
days with just about the avidity that 
they visit the dentist, and it is all 
owing to the ordeal that ensues just 
after the rise of the curtain. 

Frequently the flagrant disregard 
of the rights of others displayed by 
the latecoming swine completely spoils 
a whole evening and thus entirely ruins 
the impression of a play and injures its 
chances, 


What is U. M. P. A. for? 

Is it not primarily to meet and han- 
dle questions of this sort? 

A single resolution unanimously 
passed, a single line of warning in each 
theatrical ad, and a single week of 
cooling their heels in foyer or. lobby 
for the selfish ones and the problem 
would be solved. 

Why is it not attempted? 


It is a genuine rebellion, too, and 
spreading like a forest fire. 

The retailers, as the manufacturers 
and distributors like to refer to them, 
but in reality the SHOWMEN, which 
they actually are, have awakened to 
the fact that they must take hold of the 
business, and not only influence, but 
guide it, or they and their investments 
are irretrievably lost.

Each year you see the 
circus you see less clowns and more large clown 
props, It is ruining the game for the clowns. 
The manager will ask, ‘“‘Can you put on a big 
number for next season?’ and you will say 
“Yes.” You lie awake nights thinking; go to 
a lot of expense building some kind of a prop 
number, You open with the show and don’t 
care to be the goat and push it around the 
hippodrome track, so you ask the manager to 
let some of the first of May clowns or some 
oldtimer, who has had the misfortune to be 
placed on a small salary, do the work. You 
cannot think of new clown gags every year. 
The manager discovers it is the cheap clown 
who is doing the work, so he tells you he will 
have to cut your salary, and the cuts get more 
regular until you find yourself where the old- 
timer is—helping someone else with the big 
clown numbers 

Take it from me, if clowns would only stick 
to real comedy and cut out the big props they 
would be better off in the long run. The clowns 
who are getting the best salaries today fre 
clowns who depend on their ability and do 
not hide themselves in some clown prop where 
they cannot be seen. If more clowns would do 
this the clown business would be better and 
they would get better salaries when the ghost 
walked, which is an old saying originated by 
a clown; in fact, everything datc; back to the 
clown. 

The first entertainer we had in the world 
was a clown. Centuries ago they were called 
jesters dnd entertained only kings and queens, 
but nowadays they are not so particular. Back 
to the time the first ghost walked a clown 
dressed as a ghost, did tumbling and funny 
walks. In those days salaries were paid by 
the day, and he would not go into the ring 
until he had his money. ©The kind of clowning 
he was doing required ability and not props, 
and the manager could not replace him very 
readly, so every time he walked into the ring 
the folks knew the management was paying 
salaries, and each day it could be heard in the 
dressing room, *“‘Did the ghost walk?’’

ROLLER RINK EFFICIENCY 


Many managers of rinks who intend running 
the coming season are in doubt as to the bust- 
ness that will be had due to the war. There 
is no doubt but that there will 'e some de- 


crease, which must be overcome in sume way 
or another. Prices can not be ensily raised 
without still hurting the business, ‘the only 


way out is to be efficient in all parts of the 
business, 

By the above I do not mean to cut your 
bosiness in any way or to be too tight with 
your money. There are many ways to save if 
you will look around you, and, with the help 
of the entire staff, you can find w1ys to save 
by spending money where it will do the most 
good. 

One place to start is right in your entrance. 
Is it attractive? Do your patrons like to be 
seen in the doorway, waiting, perbap:, for a 
friend? Do strangers linger near to watch the 
crowd? The entrance is the first place pros- 
pective skaters see at your rink, #0 give them 
» good impression. Make your anaouncements 
in print and frame them to place in a con- 
spievous place ip your entrance. 

I remember some years ago I went to a 
strange town to work, and the first wight 1 
went skating. Almost’ all the men employed 
in the rink were known to me, cut I was a 
stranger to them. I had not been in the place 
more than an hour before I was wel-omed thru 
the attention paid me by the manig*ment. This 
attention did not cost anyone anything further 
than being courteous. Train your help to be 
pleasant to everyone. A man with « *nile ts 
worth money to the man he is working for. 
Don’t ask any of your staff to do this if you 
ean not do it yourself, A public place is no 
place for a grouch. 

Many managers are intent upon hiring local 
help in their rinks, This is a wrong move. In 
the first place a local man Is not as strict in 
bis work as someone who is a stranger cn the 
foor, After a man becomes too weil known 
on the floor the unruly class of patrons gain 
the opinion that he will be more Ien'+nt with 
them than he would with someone else. Then 
again, the local employee in turn will become 
too independent and will not do all that is ex- 
pected of bim. Of course, there ire eiceptions 
in all cases, but as a rule the above is the 
way loca) help turns ont. 

Do the majority of the people in your city 
know there is a roller rink in town? Do they 
know where it is? The answer will ie “yes” 
if you are advertising properly. ome people 
figure advertising at a loss. If such were the 
ease why do some firms spend millions each 
year for a loss if they get nothing In return? 

There is no need in going to an extre ne tn 
advertising, but place your bills where they 
will do the most good. Get them on the main 
streets where people congregate, waiting for 
ears, across from theater entrances, a flash 
from the morie screen—in fact, many places 
ean be found to post your bills which will draw 
trade that never before knew what roller skat- 
ing was. 

1 know of a case where a proprietor I was 
working for kicked upon paying $50 for an at- 
traction for the first week of Lent. If he bad 
not engaged this attraction I do not %elleve 
there would have been a crowd larg: enough 
to remain open, As it was, we mada enough 
to pay expenses and still have a proait. In 
the dull periods it is advisable to give the 
publie more then its money’s worth in order 
to keep things going. 

Don't become discouraged if when sr act is 
playing for you you do not pack your rink. 
Figure that the ones who were there will come 
again and bring someone else with them This 
* where you will get your money back. Compli- 
mentary ae work the same way. ‘or 
every one you give out—providing you get them 
in the right hands—you will get two back in 
return, 

When you are catering to the public you 
must use your best sense of reasoning ant 
keep your wits about you at all times. Don't 
expect the public to spend its money for 
nothing in return, Provide amusement fer 
who desire it and privacy for those who 
do not wish to be bumiliated when frat learn- 
ing to skate, 

When in need of an extra instructor do tot 
try to save a penny by not hiring one, for in 
so doing you may several beginners, who 
~~ not attention at their first visit to your 
rin

The three adjacent parishes 
of St. James, Assumption and Iberville were 
then invited to become members of the associa- 
tion, and did so by each appropriating the sum 
of $100. After that about $700 was raised by 
subscription among the local business men. 
“The fair has grown each year, and now 
embraces ten parishes, with probably more to 
come in this year (1917). We now have $20,000 


invested in buildings and other permanent im- 
provements, and receive every year from the 
Police Jury of this parish and the Donaldson- 
ville City Commission $1,000. Each member 
parish appropriated from $250 to $300. 

“We had 5,000 copies of our catalogs printed 
last year, and our advertising rates were $20 
per page. Our first catalog consisted of about 
1,000 copies, with an advertising rate of $5 
per page. You can get a solicitor for adver- 
tising by paying about 25 per cent. 

“We have emphasized the educational side 
of the fair, and consider it as qa part of our 
educational system. The parish superintendent 
is superintendent of the school department and 
the president of the School board is superin- 
tendent of the agricultural department—in my 
opinion the two most important departments 
of the fair.””

Climax of Activities Capped by Mardi Gras Carni- 
val—Gen. Mgr. George Schmidt Already 
Planning Improvements for 
Next Season 


Chicago, Sept. 16.—Riyerview has closed the 
most successful season in the history of Chi- 
cago’s Mammoth amusement park. If the fun 
resort should seek a byword that would fitly 
describe the history of the season just closed 
there is every reason to believe that the man- 
agement and concessionaires would hit upon the 
expressive word, ‘“‘PROSPERITY,”’ for  pros- 
perity has marked every phase of the season's 
development from the period when the gates 
were first thrown open to welcome the greatest 
initial attendance on record until the time when 
even the activities of Jack Frost could not pre- 
vent the pleasure-seeking throngs from coming 
to the exposition grounds and getting their 
money's worth. 


As was the case during four previous seasons 
the climax of pleasure activities was capped by 
a Mardi Gras Carnival, but all oldtimers and 
wiseacres agree that the present one, which 
opened August 25 and lasted until tonight, had 
all those that went before “backed off the 
boards.”” The crowds which witnessed the first 
night’s pageant talked about it to their friends, 
with the result that each night revealed aug- 
mented attendance. Even during those evenings 
when the temperature fell to a point that made 
one inclined to wear an overcoat, the fame of 
the gala carnival had become so widespread 
that it would have taken a keen eye -to discern 
any falling off in attendance. 


The spirit of the Mardi Gras crowds was 
orderly, because the management has cunsistent- 
ly conducted an educational campaign via signs 
prominently displayed, aiming at putting the 
merrymakers on their own responsibility with 
the realization that their search of pleasure 
should not interfere with the enjoyment of 
others. Thus everybody had a good time and 
nobody had cause for regretting frequent visits 
to the big amusement resort. 

The nightly parade was a most impressive af- 
fair. The management took pains to combine 
comedy with extravagant expenditure in floats, 
so that the tastes of all were satisfied. The 
more serious floats were a series of masterpieces 
depicting the adventures of a noble knight in 
search of his imprisoned lady fair. How the 
knight went to all corners of the earth was 
faithfully portrayed in floats representing an 
aggregate expenditure of over $25,000. The 
order of march first revealed a float. Then 
eame the Tin Can Cavalry of twenty-five pieces. 
A mammoth fish came next, with ‘string and 
fisherman, bearing the inscription, ““At which 
end is the sucker?” Then came the remainder 
of the floats, interspersed with such comedy de- 
vices as two tom-cats fighfing, entitled The Mid- 
night Serenade, with a background of irate peo- 
ple disturbed by the felines; a sausage machine 
with plenty of dogs to feed it, Uncle Sam, bear- 
ing the saying, ‘“‘A hard nut to crack,” and 
the only Lulu Bird in existence. A big feature 
of the parade was found in the volunteer pa- 
raders—masked—it being estimated that they 
averaged 8,000 nightly. This gave a popular 
touch to the festivities, as friends of the mas- 
queraders pointed out those identified. Confetti 
throwing was vigorous, but nerer a»proached 
the point of rowdyism. 

General Manager George Scbmidt and Publicity 
Manager A. R. Hodge were in a happy frame of 
mind at the conclusion of the season, upon con- 
templating the period which had been more 
than satisfactory to them and which had 

* brought so much material prosperity to the con- 
cession holders that most of them had made ap- 
plications for renewals before the season ter- 
minated. 


“One good thing about the close of a pros- 
perous season,”’ explained A. R. Hodge, ‘‘is that 
the money made affords an opportunity for ar- 


ranging features that will make the next season 
even better. George Schmidt does not believe 
in letting well enough alone. The expenditures 
that must be undergone between now and when 
the park again opens its gates for the 1918 
season form an investment that represents the 
accumulated profit of years. In order to con- 
serve this imvestment we feel that by far the 
best order of things is to do a little more than 
is expected of us. We like to greet conces- 
sionaires with extraordinary attractions in a 
confident manner.

Well, I paid my room, and next morn- 


ing I inquired around and found out that the so-called show had absolutely no capital 
and that the only property he owned, namely, one wagon and a team of mules, which 
were so heavily mortgaged that they were not going to let them out of the county. I 
also found out that he had been refused a second-hand tent, because his credit was no 
good, consequently I took the next train back without saying a word to the manager, and 


later I found out two more people had done the same thing. 


This man put up an awful 


holler about people stealing money from him, when the truth was that the law wouldn’t 


allow this manager to leave town with his property.

Purposes and Principles 


of Rapidly Growing Or- 


ganization Are Outlined at Joint Con- 
vention Held in Detroit 


Detroit, Mich., Sept, 15,—At the joint conven- 
tion of the Michigan and Detroit Exhibiters, 
held here last week, Frank J. Rembusch, of 
Shelbyville, Ind., chairman of the Organization 
Committee of the American Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion, outlined at considerable length the ideas, 
ideals, purposes and principles upon which the 
erganization is founded. His remarks follow: 

The purposes and principles of the American 
Exhibitors’ Association can be stated in one 
word, BUSINESS. 

We are purely a business organization and 
will remain so. Politics, self-aggrandisemert, 
self-interest and bunk will not be tolerated. Ou'y 
questions of business interest to the welfare of 
the exhibitor and to the entire motion picture 
industry will be allowed in our deliberations, dis- 
cussions and actions. 

Personalities will not be indulged in, except 
where it is necessary to correct some abuse that 
affects the part or the whole of the exhibitors’ 
business. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Our membership is limited to motion picture 
owners or accredited managers. If a member 
gives up his exhibiting business he must retire 
from the organization, and if he be an officer 
he must resign, 

Let me here state a few fundamental prin- 
ciples and ideals by which our united body will 
be guided. 

OUR AID AND ASSISTANCE AND OUR 
SCREENS HAVE BEEN OFFERED TO THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES IN 
THE PRESENT GREAT WAR. 

CLEAN PICTURES 

Clean, moral pictures are the best basis for 
permanent and large patronage. The notorious, 
salacious picture that attracts a crowd today 
brings a decrease in patronage tomorrow and 
discredits the entire industry in the long run. 
Fundamentally pictures should cater 
masses, More people will go oftener 
clean, wholesome entertainment is offered. 

CENSORSHIP 

We are opposed to any and all forms of 
legalized censorship. One of the great needs 
of a great national body of exhibitors is to com- 
bat censorship and other forms of adverse legis- 
lation. Heretofore our efforts have exerted a 
great hardship on the local exhibitor where the 
industry was confronted with this spectre. We 
propose to centralize and concentrate our work 
where it is needed, remembering that en injury 
to one affects us all. We have offered to work 
in conjunction with all other branches of the 
industry against all forms of unjust legislation, 
but we know that the active work must be 
placed in the hands of the exhibitor. Thirty- 
four States last year were called on to defeat 
adverse legislation and in only three cases did 
any other branch of the industry assist. Ex- 
perience therefore teaches us that the ex- 
hibitor is the champion of the industry against 
outside evils, 

Personally, it is my opinion that it is right 
and proper that in the defense of adverse legis-

manager, Mr. Pettijohn, was ‘largely instru- 
mental in legalizing Sunday openiftgs in the 
Legislature of Indiana. When we consider that 
the same session of the Legislature passed a 
Bone Dry Prohibition law, we recognize that by 
showing the moral need of Sunday pictures in 
a short time the people can have their Sunday 
pictures everywhere, the same as the news- 

papers and other comforts. 
By cataloging pictures of special worth for 
Sabbath showing we can expedite the time when 


this needed pleasure education and recreation 


great stars. Our business methods are some- 
what akin to gold brick and blue sky ventures. 
The furniture and equipment of the offices of 
producers are more like a furniture exhibit than 
a film shop. There is duplication, over-lapping, 
unnecessary help, lack of system and lack of 
co-operation, as a rule. We want more ef- 
ficiency and better methods. Every dollar added 
to the overhead of the industry is paid by the 
exhibitor; therefore, we are entitled to know 
that strict economy is practiced in picture mak- 
ing. 

Tf a $40,000 production can be made for $25,000 
without loss in picture value, we want the 
benefit of that lower production cost. 


COST OF PROGRAMS 


By statistics we proved that an exhibitor can 
not pay more than 40 per cent of his weekly 
gross box-office receipts for film programs and 
prosper. Now exhibitors are paying as high 
as 70 per cent for regular programs. Our gen- 
eral manager is preparing data to show that 
price of film service must be reduced if the in- 
dustry is to prosper, because when the exhibitor 
suffers in the long run, all will suffer. 

OVER-BUYING 

Another extravagance of the exhibitor is over- 
buying. By co-operation between exhibitors we 
hope to encourage all to spend their energies 
in going after more patronage instead of over- 
bidding each other for certain programs. No 
one program is so important that it is abso- 
lutely essential to the success of a particular 
theater. This industry is bigger than that. 
There are thousands of feet of film lying cn 
the shelves because of the high cost ef publicity 
and wasteful methods of marketing that are 
necessary today to get a picture on the screen. 
Every exhibitor should buy what he needs and 
no more. As long as the exhibitor pays fictitious 
prices he may expect exorbitant offerings. Pro- 
ducers will cease to pay million-dollar salaries

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OUR PRESIDENT 


We are a business organization and our presi- 
dent is a business man. This organized condi- 
tion of our industry comes largely because we 
have not followed together a plan to accomplish 
the needed reforms in our business. We #t 
think that our ideas are the best, that we alone 
constitute the Moses whom all should follow 
out of the present chaos and uneertainty into 
the Promised Land of a sound, commercial, 
standardized industry. It will offend the mod- | 
esty of Jake Wells if I make a little tin god of 
him. However, we must know something of our | 
leader, and in order to instill some of the con- 
fidence which I have in Jake Wells, I will give 
in the vernacular of the trade a ‘‘close-up.’’ 
Jake Wells is an exhibitor. He and his brother 
own more than forty motion picture theaters, 
large and small. Every dollar Jake Wells has 
is in this business. He has been a success, and, 
therefore, we may well reason that he will 
make this organization a success. He is im good, 
shape financially, and needs this organization 
less than 90 per cent of us, because he is quite 
some organization in his business. 

Providentially, or by a trick of fortume and 
circumstances, Mr. Wells was asked to lead 
the exhibitors in a new national organization. 
Jake Wells is 2 big man, mentally and physic- ' 
ally, has and is doing big things, and will never 
be satisfied unless this becomes a wonderful, hig 
organization and do big things in a big way 
efficiently and quickly. We can well stand by 
our president. 

NEED OF EOONOMY 

The first statement of President Wells at our 
conference last week was to call attention to 
the need of economy in this industry. The 
waste and extravagance that is practiced every- 
where, especially in the producing branch, is 
appalling. The prite of film service has climbed 
higher and higher each year, principally due to 


this waste and the exorbitant salaries paid to 


when the exhibitor refuses to over-buy. Propa- 
ganda will probably overcome this evil. Many 
suggestions have been made. For example: That 
exhibitors buy no picture where the salary of 
the star exceeds $200,000 a year, or productions 
of the same cost. No radical action has been 
takem because we believe that there is enough 
business sense among the+exhibitors to buy 
pictures for what they are actually worth, be- 
sides, there are stars who, on account of their 
Popularity, have such a Jarge distribution of 
their films that the cost is proportionately low, 
even tho the salaries seem very high. Our 
President Wells analyses the situation in this 
way: ‘“‘A producer takes the star and scenario 
ami makes a picture. This is his whole invest- 
ment, finally laid up in a tin box. The ex- 
hibitor has theaters, buildings and equipment. 
If the producer loses money he can ¢ up 
shop. The exhibitor can not close SScaace CAE 
rent, insurance go on. For that reagon the 


4 exhibitor should be the best protected.” 


LENGTH OF PROGRAM 


Complaints are general everywhere as to the 
length of the program. Ninety per cent of pic- 
tures are produced in five reels. Many ex- 
hibitors believe they should be various lengths, 
and that big stars should be shown in short as 
well as long subjects. The suggestion made is 
that a program of three reels of one star and two 
reels of another star of lesser brightness would 
attract the same amount of business to the box 
office as a five or six-reel of one great star, pro- 
duced more economically, and that a more sat- 
isfactory patronage would be the result. More 
variety would give producer and exhibitor op- 
portunity to ‘work out new ideas. No one will 


deny that a picture should be just as long as | 


it is good, but a short program with a big star 
will bring in patrons who are now not coming 
because they cannot spire the time nor the 
physical strain on the eyes in viewing the pic- 
ture for an hour and a balf or two hours. At 
present our patrons have no other choice, 


COMPLAINT DEPARTMENT 


Complaints of any kind may be filed with 
our general manager. We expect to adjust dif- 
ferences between exhibitors and between exhibit- 
or and other branches of the industry. Co-opera- 
tion will be suggested, and arbitration used if 
necessary. 


ADVANCE DEPOSIT SYSTEM 


The so-called advance deposit system is unfair 
and unequitable both to the exhibitor and to 
the producer who does not make use of this 
system. We are pledged to the work of regu- 
lating or abolishing this system. In fairness to 
the producer we guarantee him a fair price and 
cash settlement for his film service, but it is a 
poor business principle where one branch of an 
industry finances the other without due consid- 
eration. How could healthy competition be 
established between producers when we give one 
preducer such a great advantage over the other? 
Some producers have made millions ‘before they 
made a picture, and this is not business—it ia 
extortion. We are open to hear ideas, as to how 
best to proceed, The best suggestion we have 
so far is to instruct the form of contract equita- 
ble to both producer and exhibitor to be submit- 
ted to the producer for ratification and to be 
used commonly by all. The committee is work. 
ing on this plan, and several producers have 
given verbal agreement to follow our suggestions. 
Elimination of the advance deposit system will 
compel producers to buy stars on their merit 
and not on the advance deposit money of the 
exhibitor. i 
You will be surprised when I tell you that one 
of the worst offenders stated three days ago to 
me that he would welcome a strong body of ex. 
hibitors who would force the producers to 
standardize methods of trade because the dom. 
inating body of exhibitors would act as an 
insurance policy to the producer as well as the 
exhibitor on his business. He further stated: 
“You should not censor us for the deposit sys 
tem. Exhibitors are to blame. You accepted our 
propositions, and as long as exhibitors overbuy 
and Gnance the business of the producer the 
present method will continue.” 

So the only hope for better trade conditions 
is an exhibitors’ organization that has the re- 
spect and the confidence of the industry. 


ALL EXHIBITORS ARB WELCOME 

Every body of exhibitors in existence is in- 
vited to join this new national body of exhibit- 
ors. We are not dealing in the past, which is 
buried with the dead; the future alone interests 
us. Our work is constructive and not destructive 
—our ideals contemplate only to uplift and bet- 
ter the industry. We discredit no one, no mat- 
ter what his past may be if his future course 
je right.

If you want to run a business someone has to 
attend to it. We have hired a general manager 
for that purpose, Mr, Charles Pettijoan, who 
is a great find for us and the industry. In the 
eight months he has been connected with the 
business he has advanced to a position of very 
high trust, and he comes to us with all the en- 
thusiasm of a fresh and open.mind. He listens 
to all sides of every question and is thereby 
able to work in the right business direction.

Mary Pickford, Douglas Fairbanks and W. S. Hart 
Mentioned as Prospects at Expiration of Pres- 
ent Contracts — French Government 
Reported Backing Company 


Les Angeles, Sept. 14.—Mary Pickford, now 
an Arteraft star, may become a member of the 
rehabilitated Pathe forces, if offers made by 
that organization prove sufficiently tempting 
te Miss Pickford by the time her present con- 
tract with the Artecraft expires next June. 

Miss Pickford said this week in answer to 
the question whether or not she’ was consider- 
ing the Pathe offer: ‘‘My present contract with 
Mr. Zukor and Artcraft does not expire until 
‘next June. Pathe does not ask me to break 
this contract, nor would I consent to such 
methods, I will say, however, that I realize the 
importance of this company, and I am greatly 
honored by the propositions they have made 
me. Their offers are now under consideration, 
but only with the idea that 1 might accept 
then later. At present I do not feel disposed 


_to sign myself up for a period so far away. 


It Would scarcely be fair to Pathe either. My 
popularity might wane before the year is up 
and they might sign me now for a sum which 
they would later regret.’’ 


It is understood that Miss Pickford is the 
first of a group of stars whom Pathe hopes 
to secure. A recent development in the affairs 
of the corporation is said to have given it the 
backing of the French government to the ex- 
tent of twenty million dollars. Much of the 
immediate work will be done in Los Angeles. 
The company yesterday concluded a deal by 
whieh it purchased the Kalem Film studio in 
Glendale. The plant will be enlarged and put 
inte condition at once. 

-The’names of Douglas Fairbanks and W. S. 
Hart are also mentioned as being among Pathe’s 
prospects. Mr. Hart declared this week that 
his “new contract with: Artcraft for two years 
would’ not be broken.

pours and was marked by heated discussion, 
in which carnival men and fair secretaries 
brought every influence to bear upon the trans- 
portation heads, but to no avail. Among those 
» atteudance, who pressed the claims for the 
outdoor showmen, were Irving Polack, manager 
of the Polack Bros,’ 20 Big Shows; Ben Krause, 
representing the Krause & Dorman Shows and 
the Krause Greater Shows; Walter L. Main of 
the Polack Shows; W. C. Fleming, general 
agent of the Greater Sheesley Shows; A, H. 
Fleming, secretary of the Louisburg, N. C., 
Fair; Garland Daniels, secretary of the Centra 
Carolina Fair, beld annually at Greensboro, N. 
c.; R. W. Jackson, secretary of the Fayette- 
ville, N. C., Fair, and Mr. Webb, secretary of 
the Winston-Salem, N. C., Fair. 


At the conclasion of the conference the rail- 
way executives announced their decision to move 
no shows whateoever, either by freight, passenger 
or other movement. 

Two of the carnivals have an agreement with 
the Seaboard Line and the Norfolk & Western 
Railway, whereby they will be carried on regular 
trains to several points, but most of the fertile 
Seutbern territory is virtually closed, because 
even tho the Norfolk & Western and one or two 
of the smaller roads have placed no embargo, the 
territory reached by them would not justify the 
carnival men in making the movement, 


Governmental requisitions, and the comman- 
deering of practically every available piece of 
rolling stock for troop movements is ascribed 
by the ral.roads as the primary cause for the 
embargo. That this is a fact is established by 
a statement made to The Billboard by W. C. 
Fleming of the Greater Sheesley Shows, who 
saw a most unique sight while in North Carolina 
last week, It was none other than an old Uncle 
Tom's Cabin private car filled with soldiers, 
en route to one of the Southern training camps. 
This car evidently had been loaned or leased to 
one of the traveling Uncle Tom companies, but 
commandeered when the Government began to 
send its fighting forces to the various canton- 
ments in the Southland. 


Several of the carnivals have railroad move- 
ments contracted for the next three or four 
weeks, bat what they will do when these con- 
tracts terminate they do not profess to know. 
That many of the big outdoor attractions will 
be forced to early winter quarters seems a fore- 
gone conclusion. It is possible that the next 
-\xty days will witness considerable relief on the 
railroads, waiting for something which may not 
materialize. 

The situation is a pretty serious one, in that 
it pot only affecte the carnivals themselves, but 
the many faire which have booked shows for 
this fall will, in most cases, be absolutely 
without entertainment of any sort for their 
thousands of patrons, It will mean the loss of 
many thousands of dollars all around.

AMUSEMENT TAX SECTION OF WAR_REV- 
NUR RILL AS PASSED BY SENATE

paying for such refreshment, service or mer- 
chandise, 


“And, in addition to the above, (c) upon 
tickets of admission to theaters, operas and 
other places of amusement, sold at news stands, 
hotels and places other than the ticket offices 
of such theaters, operas or other places of 
amusement, at not to exceed 50 cents in ex- 
cess of the sum of the established price therefor 
at such ticket offices, plus the amount cf 
any tax imposed under clause (a) of this sec- 
tion, a tax equivalent to five per centum of 
the amount of such excess, and if sold for 
more .than 50 cents in excess of the sum of 
such established price, plus the amount of any 
tax imposed under clause (a) of this section, a 
tax equivalent to thirty per centum of the 
whole amount of such excess, such taxes to 
be paid by the person, corporation or associa- 
tion selling such ticket. 


“And, in addition to the above (d) a tax 
equivalent to fifty per centum of the amount 
for which the proprietors, Managers or em- 
ployees of any opera house, theater or other 
place of amusement sell or dispose of tickets 
or cards of admission in excess of the regular 
or established price or charge therefore, such 
tax to be paid by the person, corporation, part- 
nership or association selling such tickets. 

“In the case of persons having the perma- 
nent use of boxes or seats in an opera house 
or any place of amusement or a lease for the 
use of such box or seat in such opera house 
or place of amusement there sball be levied, 
assessed, collected and paid a tax equivalent 
to 10 per centum of the amount for which a 
similar box or seat is sold for performance or 
exhibitions at which the box or seat is used or 
reserved by or for the lessee or holder, These 
taxes shall not be imposed in the case of a 
place the maximum charge for admission to 
which is 5 cents, and outdoor general amuse- 
ment parks, or in the case of moving picture 
shows, main gates, shows and rides therein the 
maximum charge for admission to which is 
25 cents, 

“No tax shall be levied under this title In 
respect to any admission all the proceeds of 
which inure exclusively to the benefit of re- 
ligious, educational or charitable Institutions, 
societies or organizations, or admissions to 
agricultural fairs, not In respect to admissions 
te bona fide chautanquas and lyceum courses 
which are contracted for and guaranteed by 
local companies, associations or individuals. 

“The term ‘admission’ as used in this title, 
includes seats and tables, reserved or other- 
wise, and other similar accommodations, and 
the charges made therefor, 

“Seetion 701—That every person, corporation, 
partnership or association receiving any pay- 
ments for such admission, shall collect the 
amount of the tax imposed by Sectlon 700 from 


the person making such paymants of the 

amounts so collected, at the same time and in 

pd — manner as provided in Section 503 of 
act. 


“Every person, corporation, partnership or 
association liable to the tax imposed by sub- 
division (c) and (d) of Section 700 shall make 
monthly return under oath in duplicate and pay 
the tax imposed by such subdivisions to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the district 
in which is located the principal place of busi- 
ness. Such returns shall contain such informe. 
tion and be made at such times and in such 
manner as the Commissioner of Internal Revr- 
enue, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, may by regulation prescribe.”

charged for entering the place of entertainment 
makes no difference. 

“The Court said in January, 1917: 

If the rights under the copyright are in- 
fringed only by a performance where money 
is taken at the door they are very imperfect- 
ly protected. Performances not different in 
kind from those of the defendants could be 
given that might compete with and even de- 
stroy the success of the monopoly that the 
law intends the plaintiffs to have. It is 
enough to say that there ts no need to con- 
strue the statute so narrowly. The defend- 
ants’ performances are not eleemosynary. 
They are part of a total for which the pub- 
le pays, and the fact that the price of the 
whole is attributed to a purticular item 
which those present are expected to order is 
not important. It is true that the music is 
not the sole object, but neither ie the food, 
which probably could be got cheaper else- 
where. The object is a repast in surround- 
ings that to people having limited powers 
of conversation or disliking the rival noise 
give a luxurious pleasure not to be bad from 
eating a silent meal. If music did not pay 
it would be given up. If it pays it pays out 
of the public's pocket. Whether it pays 
or not the purpose of employing it is profit, 
and that is enough. 

“The question as to whether this decision 
applies te motion picture theaters was submitted 
by the First National Exhibitors’ Circuit, Inc., 
to A. L, Jacobs, a well-known copyright theat- 
rical lawyer, for his opinion. After a very 
careful consideration Mr. Jacobs reached the 
conclusion that the decision in the Shanley case 
sppties with equal force to motion picture thea- 


ters. 
“The Brooklyn League of Motion Picture Ex- 
bibiters, we are reliably informed, submitted 


the same question to Edmund Wise, another well- 
known copyright specialist, practicing in New 
York City, and he expressed it as his opinion 
that it is a violation of the Coypright Laws to 
play in any picture theater copyrighted music 
without the consent of the copyright owners. 
“The question was then tested in the case of 


Raymond Hubbell against Royal Pastime 
Amusement Company before Judge Julius M. 
Mayer, of the United States District Court, 
Southern District of New York. involving the 
playing of Poor Butterfly in the Regent Theater, 
& motion picture house in the Borough of Man- 
battan, New York City. Judge Mayer in that 
case sustained.the complaint of the composer 
against the picture house. 

“The decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in Herbert vs. Shanley proceeds 
upon the theory that the owner of a musical 
copyright enjoys two distinct rights: 

“1—The right to publish and sell the compost- 
tion and various arrangements thereof for dif- 
ferent instruments. 

“2—To publicly perform it for profit. 

“I believe Congress intended to accord to the 
creator of the composition a monopoly for 28 
years. 

“The musical entertainment is an integral part 
of some motion picture attractions, and in a 
great many cases the musical program is a dis- 
tinctive feature of the house. In the American 
Society we find such names as Victor Herbert, 
John Philip Sousa, Raymond Hubbell, Irving 
Berlin, Jerome D. Kern, Ray Goetz, Ernest Ball, 
Gus Edwards, Rudolph Frimi, Sylvio Hein, Edgar 
Leslie, Theodore Morse, Jack Norworth, Al Pi- 
antadosi, Sig. Romberg, A. Baldwin Sloane, 
Harry Von Tilzer, Albert Von Tilzer, Paccini, 
Mascagni, Leoncavallo and hundreds of others. 


“These men being artists they are not dif- 
ficult to approach or to negotiate with, If we 
do not blink at the facts and fairly recognize 
that these composers are dally conceiving and 
creating melodies which appeal to our public and 
which we need in our theaters for its entertain- 
ment then why should we not meet these men in 
a spirit of fairness and concede to them that 
they have created something that we want in 
our business? 

“Considering the matter in that light and re- 
lying upon the expression of their representatives 
as to their willingness to meet us half way. 
would it not be best to meet in conference and 
adjust our differences? 


“The American Society has been very active in 
enforcing the rights of its members, and has pro- 
ceeded under beth the civil and criminal pro- 
visions of the law. 

“Under Section 28 of the Copyright Act it is 
a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment for 
not exceeding one year, or for a fine of not less 
than $10, nor more than $1,000, to wilfully and 
for profit infringe any copyright or to aid or 
abet such infringement. ‘ 

“Over one hundred civil actions have bee 
brought for the recovery of penalties provided for 
by Section 25 of the Copyright Act against ex- 
hibitors. The law provides that the damages 
recoverable for the infringement of a copyright 
shall not be less than $250, nor more than $5,000 
upon the basis of $10 for every infringing r- 
formance in a case of popular number, and in 
the case of an operatic composition $100 for the 
first and $50 for every subsequent infringing per- 
formance. Costs will be allowed in all cases 
against the infringer, and a counsel fee may be 
awarded in the discretion of the Court. 

“It has been the policy of this Government to 
give monopolies to authors and inventors upon 
the theory that by giving to them a monopoly 
of their works the progress of science and the 
useful arts will be promoted. Since phonograph 
records and rolls were introduced into the ma~ket 
commercially Congress has amended the Co ;- 
right Laws by compelling the manufacturers to 
pay a royalty to the composers, The tendency 
has been towards more complete protection of 
authors and composers, 

“No honest lawyer should advise a client te 
engage in litigation he knows cannot be sne- 
cessful. 

“The American Exhibitors’ Association is will- 
ing to meet the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers on behalf of motion ptc- 
tnre exhibitors. We have many differences. 
We will meet you in an open session. You hear 
us and we will hear you respectfully and con- 
ceding that we both have rights. 

“Give us your answer in the open as we have 
made the offer, gentlemen.

of extravagance in the handling of White Rats 
funds. The principal charges made by Miss 
Pemberton are that by virtue of this extrav- 
agance on the part of the White Rat leaders, an 
unnecessary sum of money was expended in 
prosecuting the fruitless strike against organized 
vauderilie and that {[t also was ible for 
the loss of the clubhouse in Forty-sizth street 
to the order. 

There is every likelihood that the hearing will 
be public and many interested vaudeville artists, 
both White Rats and others, are expected to be 
on hand. The plaintiff! was supported in her 
accusations by atfidavits made by many former 
prominent White Rats, all of whom are vitally 
interested in the outcome of the proceedings, 

In an interview with Alvin T. Sapinsky, of 
the firm of Joseph & Alvin T. Supinsky, the at- 
torneys for Mise Pembertor, who succeeded in 
winning the order to open the affairs of the 
Rats, Mr. Sapinsky said: 

“We intend to go very theroly into the affairs 
of the White Rats to fin’ what has become of 
the assets of the society, In my opinion it is 
of the utmost importance to all of the members 
of this organization to find the moneys that they 
entrusted to their leaders and officials. It is a 
great pity that the once splendid organization 
finds iteelf penniless and stripped of the assets 
that the members spent so many years in ac- 
quiring. If the members simply remain quiescent 
and permit their assets to be thus dissipated, the 
leaders of all such societies will feel that they 
ean deal with the funds of their members with 
impunity, Ever since I first began to look into 
the affairs of the White Rats I have felt that 
the facts disclosed the necessity of an inquiry 
to see where the moneys went. We want to 
know who has been responsible for the present 
condition of the organization, It is our plan to 
call. before the referee all of the people con- 
hected with the order who had charge of its 
ofairs since the erection of the clubhouse. I 
imagine that the hearings will begin within the 
next few days and will continue until all of the 
facts have been brought out. 

“1 do not know whether the union or any of its 
(directors will appeal. I hardly think that an 
‘ppeat lies from the order of Justice Mitchell. 
While we have encountered every sort of diffi- 
culty In bringing the matter before the court, I 
felt confident that as soon as the court read the 
facts contaimed in our affidavits the court woul 
eram our petition for an investigation." :
